A Needed Reform.

The present system, which imposes on 
the state the duty of paying out thonS' 
ands of dollars annually in witness fees, 
records books and other expenses for 
pauper counties is partly responsible for 
the present condition of the State Treas- 
ury. A few figures presented by the 
Covington Commonwealth should ho 
cmclusive on this point. "J>uring the 
two yean embraced in the report of 
Auditor Norman on the fisciil year be- 
ginning July 1, 1892, and ending June 30, 
1898," says the Commonwealth, " Kenton 
County paid into the Treasury a net rev 
enue of $G0,(>4840. .She reported five 
proper Idiots ; witness fees, $307.12 ; 
equity cases instituted, 258 ; ordinary, 
187; mortgatjes recorded, 1,828; «ieed.'^ 
ri!(;ordi'd, 1,3(11, and her bill for record 
books was $852.70. During the periml 
embraced in the report of the Auditor 
thi; cduiitv of r.rciithitt drew out of the 
Treasury $ld,u:SU.d4 in exci^ss of the 
amount she paid in. She reported 
twenty-one pauper idiots, 2.'i,'l deeclH n - 
curded, tifty-seveu mortgages, and she 
drew oat for witness fees 13,100.64. The 
county of Perry drew out $<>,92r).,')0 in ex- 
cess of the revenue she paid in.

In all fifty-four records, yet her 
bill for record books paid by the State 
from the revenue of the solvent counties 
amounted to the preposterous sum of

Frank FOKT, Kv., February 20.— It be- 
came known here to-night that the State 
Board of IvjMiili/.ation, now in aeeaion in 
this city, was cointemplating a decided 
increase of the valuation put on pntperty 
by the County Aaaeasors. 

When asked about it a member of the 
board said: "Yes, we will have to make 
a very conaiderable increase in the as- 
aeasments of nearly all the counties. We 
will do this not hocauso of the present 
deficit in the State Treasury, but because 
the law and onr dnty compel ua. The 
Constitution reijuires property to be as- 
sfsaed for taxation til its fair cash value. 
Taking thetranafer pricea of the property 
now before the board and reducing it 
one-tiftb, so as to reach the required 80 
per cent basis, we find in many ca.-ses 
that it ia atill aaaessed too low or away 
below 80 per cent of its fair cash value." 

All the counties have not reported yet, 
but it ia safe to aay that an increase |of 
several millions dollars will be made and 
a decided increase in the revenue will 
result.
